Dizziness SIDE GLANCES- 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The most common causes of dizziness 
are biliousness and auto-intoxication. All of 
the blood of the body maxes a complete circuit 
of the body every few minutes, and as the blood 
passes around the intestines and is brought ur 
to the liver, it picks up added waste material 
and impurities which the 
body attempts to eliminate 
through other channels. 

However, before such com- 
plete elimination takes place, 
the same blood passes through 
the brain and other parts of 
the nervous system, and when 
this bloodstream is not pure, 
a partial poisoning takes place 
which ordinarily does not 
affect one to any noticeable 
degree, although in those who 
have an excess of toxic material, enough of an 
effect will be noticed to be called dizziness. 

Some people who are habitually bothered by 
attacks of dizziness will find that their dizzy 
spells come defective vision which can 
be satisfactorily corrected by properly fitted 
glasses. If you become dizzy while trying to
